“AIRSHIP. PACKED 


Is Fit for the World’s Fair 
Contests. 


PARIS, May 25.—M. Santos Dumont is 
ready to pack his airship No. 7 for the 
World's Fair He made a test trip in the 
new machine yesterday, and it was so suc- 
cessful that he ordered preparations for 
the packing to begin at once. 

Today while that is being done he is 
making another short trip, and the sec- 
ond test is merely 


incidental to try a 
few experiments that were not tried yes- 
terday. Everybody is busy now at the 


airship sheds, as the balloon must be 
taken apart and the other delicate ma- 
chinery dismantled and carefully put in 
cases for the long journey. M. Santos ex- 
presses great regret that it is not merely 
an overland trip, so he could make it in the 
airship.

“I am pleased with the changes in the 
conditions, as they appear more reason- 
able, and shall try to make my first flight 
in June.”

Attorney Munger Says Patronage of

Among the arrivals from southeast Mis- 
souri Wednesday morninf was Mr. O. L. 
Munger, who until recently was circuit at- 
torney of Wayne County, and whose home 
is at Greenville. Mr. Munger is a life-long 
Democrat, and is one of the three delegates 
to the gubernatorial convention who were 
elected at last Saturday’s Wayne County 
primary. The delegation was instructed tu 
vote for Folk, Cook, Allen and Orchard. 
Mr. Munger, who is an exceptionally can- 
did and outspoken man, was met by the 
Post-Dispatch, and was “‘jollied’’ as to the 
anomalous position he must occupy in vot- 
ing for Folk and then for Cook.

SHOOTS: HERSELF 


Miss Beatrice Clifton Saved $18,000 
From Clamoring Creditors of 
Get-Rich-Quick Concern. 


Miss Beatrice May Clifton, a pretty 
young woman, who was a prominent figure 
in connection with the i get-rich-quick 
scheme exposures a year ago, ended her 
life by sending a bullet through her heart 
Tuesday night at her home, 1517A Cora 
avenue. Members of the family state they 
believe the act to have been committed 
while the young woman was in a fit of 
despondence, brought on by ill health. 
There is a report in the neighborhood, 
however, that a love affair is directly re- 
sponsible for the suicide. 

The coroner heard the testimony of Miss 
Enid Clifton, a sister of thé dead girl, and 
her mother Wednesday morning, but will 
not return a verdict until after he has 
made a visit to the house and examined the 
scene of the shooting. 

Miss Clifton first came into public notice 
at the time of the raids on a number of 
get-rich-quick concerns, she being confi- 
dential clerk for the International Invest- 
ment Co., with offices at Sixth and Olive 
streets. At the time of the exposure of 
the company’s affairs she took $18,000 of 
the money and deposited it in the Lafay- 
ette Bank to her perscnal credit. She was 
forced by the courts to give up the money 
so deposited. Before being employed by 
the International copapeny Miss Clifton 
was in the employ of E. J. Arnold & Co., 
the pioneer get-rich-quick concern. For the 
past year she had been employed as a 
stenographer at various places. 

After dinner Tuesday evening Miss 
Clifton retired to her room in the back 
part of the house. Her mother, Mrs. Mary 
Clifton, and her sister, Miss Enid Clifton, 
spent the events in front of the house, 
and thought nothing of the young womans 
absence until about 9:30 o’clock, when Miss 
Enid went to her sister’s room and found 
her lying on the bed with the mattress 
pulled over her body. She was dead. 

The police -of the Tenth district were 
notified and Patrolmen Leo Hogan and D. 
J. Garvey were sent to the house to in- 
vestigate. The body had not been touched 
until their arrival. They found that the 
girl hela a revolver in her right hand, the 
muzzle being held tight against her breast 
close to her heart. The bullet had passed 
through her heart and she had died in-

None of the members of the family had 
heard the shot which ended the young 
woman's life, although the rooms are not 
far apart. is is accounted for by the 
fact that the sound was muffled by the 
mattress and bed clothing and the closed 
windows. as she had evidently planned. 

Miss Clifton’s family refused to make 
public a note left by her, nor would they 
surrender it to the police. At the time of 
the shooting ther was a young man in the 
house, but he refused to give the police 
his name or address.

MURDER OF TWO 


Norman Williams, Last. Seen in Com- 
pany With Alma Nesbit and 
Mother, on Trial. 


THE DALLES, Ore., May 2%.—The trial 
of Norman Williams on a charge of mur- 
dering Alma Nesbit near Hood River, Ore., 
four years ago, recalls a case which Is 
probably the most peculiar in the criminal 
history of the Pacific Northwest. 

March 8, 1900, Alma Nesbit and her moth- 
er, both from Omaha, Neb., were seen to 
get into a rig just at nightfall with Nor- 
man Williams at Hood River, Ore., to 
go to a homestead claim which Williams 
had induced Alma Nesbit to locate upon 
some weeks previously. They disappeared 
in the darkness, the two women never to 
be seen again. Oct. 29, 1903, Walliams was 
indicted at the instance of the govern- 
ment in the United States district court af 
Portland, ona charge of forging the name 
of Alma Nesbit to a homestead relinquish- 
ment to the same claim to which Williams 
and the Nesbits had started on the night 
of March 8, 1900. 

An Associated Press account of the in- 
dictment and an allusion to the almost 
forgotten.disappearance of the two women 
was brought to the attention of George 
Nesbit, the son and brother at Omaha, and 
he came to Oregon to search for his lost 
relatives. The mother and sister were 
not found, but evidence of their having met 
with foul play was discovered, abundant 
ehough to warrant the authorities to have 
Williams arrested on the charge of murder. 

The man was arrested at Bellingham, 
Wash., Feb. 9, and brought to this county 
to answer to the charge. 

A jury has been secured and the hearing 
of the case will begin today.

Mrs. Blair, Former Christian En- 
deavor Worker, Is Now Staying 
at Proselyting. Elder’s Home.

NEW YORK, May 25.—Because of fre- 
quent quarrels over his wife's steadfast be- 
lief in the Mormon faith, Thomas H. 
Blair and his wife, who formerly lived at 
No. 2443 Jerome avenue, have separated and 
Mrs. Blair is staying at the home of the 
Mormon elder for’ the Bronx district. 

Mrs. Blair became interested in Mormon- 
ism about four_years ago, when Miss Eliza- 
beth Dickinson, secretary of the Christian 
Endeavor Society of the Port Morris Con- 
gregational church, rerfiounced her faith and 
joined the Church of Latter Day Saints. 
Mrs. Blair was president of the Christian 
Endeavor Society and became interested in 
the religion of the Mormons by frequent 
visits made by elders to her home. 

The Mormon missionaries made addresses 
at the mid-week meetings of the Port Mor- 
ris church and had converted both Miss 
Dickinson and Mrs. Blair before the pastor 
of the church. Rev. Claude Severance, 
knew of their work. 

Mrs. Blair and Miss Dickinson attended 
all the meetings of the Mormons and be- 
came enthusiasts. Miss Dickinson was 
baptized into the faith in New York bay, 
near Bayonne, about four years ago.
